Cloth  Ho  uses 

SUCCESSFULLY  producing  asters  free  of  the  "ydlows”  through  the  protection  of 
cloth  houses  is  one  of  the  outstanding  recent  developments  in  the  florist  business. 
It  ranks  with  the  flowering  of  October  Mums  in  September  through  the  shortening 
of  daylight  hours.  These  developments  are  of  much  practical  value  and  must  be  taken 
advantage  of  if  we  growers  of  miscellaneous  stock  (either  for  market  or  retail)  are  to 
grow  asters  and  mums  at  a  profit.  A  few  fundamental  points  on  cloth  house  aster  growing 
are,  —  the  houses  must  be  up  and  tight  before  the  plants  are  put  out/  water  must  be 
piped  into  the  house  and  used  as  you  do  in  the  greenhouse,  there  is  no  room  in  a  six 
or  seven  foot  cloth  house  for  an  overhead  watering  system,-  all  cross  wires  in  the  house 
must  be  quite  tight  and  maintained  so  throughout  the  summer. 

If  a  storm  tears  the  house  open  three  to  four  weeks  before  the  asters  flower  we  find  it 
unnecessary  to  make  as  tight  a  repair  as  we  would  if  this  happened  earlier,  for  the 
"yellows”  will  not  develop  seriously  before  they  are  cut.  Not  only  will  a  tight  house 
insure  asters  free  of  the  fatal  "yellows”  but  the  shelter  from  wind  and  sun  produces 
heavier,  longer-stemmed  growth  and  larger  flowers,-  this  alone,  we  find,  makes  the  cloth 
house  profitable. 

While  the  construction  of  these  houses  has  become  fairly  well  standardized,  improve¬ 
ments  in  details  suggest  themselves  annually.  We  have  been  using  them  for  the  past  four 
years  and  have  put  down  our  methods  of  construction  as  plainly  as  we  could  in  the  new 
edition  of  our  "Ball  Red  Book.”  In  addition  to  this  we  supply  circulars  by  the  makers 
of  cloth  that  deal  with  their  construction.  Furthermore,  —  should  you  find  yourself 
uncertain  pn  any  point,  write  us.

Stem  Rot  Resistant  Asters 

IT  IS  most  encouraging  and  convincing  to  see  resistant  strains  stand  up  nearly  100% 
in  thoroughly  sick  soil,  as  shown  above,  alongside  ordinary  commercial  stock  that 
goes  down  nearly  100%. 

We  have  received  a  few  unfavorable  reports  on  our  resistant  strains  of  asters,  surprisingly 
few  considering  the  number  of  favorable  ones.  In  several  cases  we  investigated,  the 
plants  were  affected  with  the  "yellows”  and  one  was  in  a  cloth  house;  this  emphasized 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  these  houses  tight,  100%  so,  to  keep  out  the  leaf  hopper 
that  alone  is  responsible  for  the  fatal  yellows.  There  are  a  number  of  forms  or  varieties 
of  rot  that  affect  asters,  one  a  blackening  of  much  of  the  stem.  This  is  not  nearly  so 
fatal  or  wide  spread  as  the  common  stem  rot  that  works  through  the  stem  near  the  base. 
Our  Resistant  strains  are  bred  to  overcome  or  resist  this  and  they  will  do  so  to  the 
extent  of  85%  —  90%,  even  in  soil  that  has  grown  asters  for  several  years,  as  the  above 
photo  proves.  Asters  have  been  grown  for  four  consecutive  seasons  in  this  house 
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WE  HAVE  not  only  pioneered  interest  in  rot  resistant  asters,  but  we  are  very 
much  interested,  with  Bodger  Seeds,  Ltd.  of  California,  in  developing  this 

resistance  in  all  varieties.  In  the  following  list  the  degree  of  resistance  to  rot 

will  be  found  higher  in  some  than  in  others,-  in  none  is  it  less  than  70%  in  our  si  ck  soil. 
Most  of  them  will  stand  up  practically  100%  in  ordinarily  clean  soil.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  occasionally  get  complaints  to  the  contrary.  It  is  perfectly  clear  to  us  that 
where  these  varieties  fail  to  come  clean,  the  cause  will  be  found  in  diseases  other  than 
the  common  or  wide-spread  form  of  stem  rot  they  are  bred  to  resist.  We  are  glad  to 
say  many  favorable  reports  on  the  value  of  the  resistant  strains  have  been  received  by 
us  from  all  sections  of  the  U.  S.  Even  in  soil  not  infected  with  rot,  we  feel  certain 
these  strains  will  be  found  more  vigorous  and  safer  than  the  ordinary  ones.  All  the 
varieties  listed  on  this  and  the  following  page  are  resistant.  A  few  words  about  colors. 
In  our  market  the  demand  centers  largely  on  white.  Good  white  asters  are  usually  at 

a  premium  in  any  market.  In  the  order  of  their  value  we  should  list  the  colored  ones  as 

follows:  Azure  Blue,-  Rose  Pink/  Deep  Rose,-  Shell  Pink,-  Lavender  Blue,-  Purple,-  Blush  or 
Peachblossom  Pink;  Blackish  Blue/  Cattleya  or  Orchid  an  d  Cri  mson. 

The  varieties  starred  we  find  especially  resistant  and  valuable  cut  flower  colors,  and  we  believe  most 
growing  conditions  and  markets  will  find  them  the  same. 

*BALL  WHITE  LATE.  This  is  a  splendid  strain  of  long  stemmed,  large  flowered  white.  It  belongs  to 
the  late  branching  class,  flowering  around  September  15.  Fairly  resistant.  Trade  Packets  only. 
*BALL  WHITE  EARLY.  This  is  a  resistant  bred  strain  of  the  well  known  original  Ball  white.  Sep¬ 
tember  1  to  5.  Offered  this  season  in  trade  packets  only. 

*AMERICAN  BRANCHING  WHITE.  We  offer  a  Bodger  grown  resistant  strain  of  this  late-branching 
type.  Long-stemmed,  nice  size  and  pure  white.  The  right  type  of  flower  for  market  and  shipping. 
*BALL  DEEP  ROSE.  Long  stemmed,  extra  bright  deep  rose  color.  A  very  pleasing  shade,  with 
incurved  petals,  a  fine  form  for  shipping.  This  variety  opens  about  September  1  with  our  regular 
Ball  white  from  which  it  is  a  break.

This  variety  provides  the  latest  flowering  purple  and  the  shade  of  this  is  exceptionally  rich.  Offered 
in  trade  packets  only. 

*SEMPLE  PINK.  A  resistant  form  of  the  well  known  Mary  Semple.  The  stock  we  are  offering  this 
season  was  turned  over  to  us  by  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  1932  and  it  clearly  improves  in 
vigorous  growth  and  flower  stems  the  stock  sent  out  last  season.

The  most  important  point  in  growing  petunias  is  the  selection  of  proper  varieties. 
Cultural  details  are  simple  enough/  a  fairly  well  enriched  soil,  a  light  open  bed 
close  to  the  glass,  moderate  temperature  and  proper  spacing  will  grow  good 
petunias,  but  the  best  of  care  is  wasted  if  strains  are  not  fairly  true.  It  must  be  admitted 

that  varieties  or  strains  frequently  disappoint  and  sometimes  this  is  the  fault  of  the 
seed  grower.  But  we  must  remember  that  all  seed  grown  plants,  especially  when  highly  bred,  are  diffi¬ 
cult  to  maintain  true.  This  applies  especially  to  the  Dwarf  Giant  Petunias.  The  past  season  we  have 
checked  the  value  of  many  strains  of  petunias  in  our  trial  grounds,  and  these  comparisons  have  been 
valuable  to  us  in  determining  the  worth  of  existing  strains  and  new  varieties.

And  for  market  growing  we  have 
found  them  more  profitable  than  most  of  the  minor  crops.  They  are  called  for  in  large 
quantities  throughout  May  and  June  and  a  January  or  early  February  start  will  hit  these 
months.  They  do  equally  well  on  a  raised  or  ground  bed  at  this  late  season  and  will 
stand  a  well  enriched  soil.  In  growing  the  branching  kind  for  market  most  growers 
space  them  closely  as  recommended  for  the  Non-branching  kind  and  run  them  up  without 
topping.  Where  shorter  stemmed  flowers  in  greater  number  are  wanted,  spacing  about 
6  x  8  in.  and  topping  at  5  or  6  in.  will  be  found  a  better  plan.  Our  'Ball  Red  Book” 
furnishes  details  on  the  growing  of  stocks  that  might  interest  you  further.
